ABOUT TOWN 


Considerable change in administrative procedure 
has taken place in Town this year. The vote establish- 
ing definite pay schedules for Town Officers has created 
a sound basis for the future and has already saved 
money for the Town. The scheduled meetings for the 
Selectmen and the alignment of their work has been a 
help. The provision for separating the Selectmen’s cler- 
ical work from their other duties and assigning it to 
one person to do, has not been followed this year in 
order to acquaint the new member of the Board with 
the work. The provision has merit, and when applied 
will be beneficial to the Town. Town Officers’ salaries 
are being paid on the basis of one year, starting in 
March, after they are elected. 


Town Officers’ Expenses have exceeded the ap- 
propriation, due in part to a cut in the Budget estimate 
submitted. Most all the items for Town Officers’ Ex- 
penses are fixed charges, over which we have no con- 
trol. Take a look at them and see which ones you would 
eliminate! In years gone by, some of these expenses 
were incorrectly listed under ‘‘Town Hall” and other 
headings which distorted the true picture. The Select- 
men now have no expense charges other than actual 
postage and telephone toll charges, etc. 


Let’s keep the records straight and appropriate 
enough money to do business.

erpare the roads that John has built with the 
roads that the State has done for us, with TRA 
money.

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TOWN ROADS 


This year for the first time, we have had one Road 
Agent instead of several. This has gradually come 
about through the realization that more and better 
work can be accomplished by using machinery, and also 
the lack of men available for work these days. If given 
a fair chance, the Taxpayers will profit from this de- 
velopment. 


A gravel pit was opened on the Sullivan Place in 
Mill Brook this year, and Mr. Sullivan contributed the 
gravel used. 


More was accomplished to improve Town Roads 
this year than for a long time. The Selectmen have re- 
ceived numbers of kind expressions from people all 
over town, indicating that this is so. We now need 
thoughtful attention to Budget requirements, so that 
it will be possible to keep up the work. It is foolish to 
undermine our present good investment in roads, by 
not appropriating enough to take good care of them. 
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TOWN ROADS - Summer 
Maintenance and Construction 


We had available this year for construction, 
$1,000.00 appropriated last year for the West Side,— 
$391.18 balance from last year’s appropriation for the 
Mad River District, and $300.00 appropriated this year 
—a total of $1,691.18. With this, two road drainage 
problems of long standing were satisfactorily solved— 
one on Mirror Lake Road and one at Blake Mt. Road. 
A graded gravel road was laid out to the Archie White 
residence, and roads on the West side and at Chicken- 
borough received gravel and culverts. 


$84.30 was spent for gravel and the balance for 
truck, tractor loader, grader, scraper, labor, etc. There 
was a balance in the TRA account of $122.54 which 
the State used to purchase tar for an additional appli- 
cation at the Burbank Hill job, which had not been 
very satisfactory. The Town was asked to prepare the 
hill for this tar. 


Summer Maintenance money goes for preserving 
the grade, keeping ditches open, cutting and disposing 
of brush, repairing culverts, etc. This year we had some 
emergency tar patching for the black-top roads. John 
Rivers provided equipment and labor, employing Roy 
Sawyer, David Rodgers, Albert Reitsma, Dick Howard, 
Nelson Sweeney and Alton Benton part of the time to 
help him. $181.70 was used for extra tar patch and 
other small items brought the total for this work to 
$1,592.82. 
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TOWN ROADS - Winter 


Thornton has been fortunate for a number of 
years, in having good men to plow the roads. Like the 
Selectmen, they receive plenty of kicks, but in their 
case most people will admit that our roads and door 
yards are well taken care of. 


The job of snow plowing is limited in small towns, 
to those who have the time, equipment and willingness 
to do it. For the 1952-53 snow year, we have contracted 
for the work on an hourly basis, and guaranteed a min- 
imum number of hours of work. This makes a reason- 
able arrangement for the man who owns the plow, 
and it will prove satisfactory to the town if the work is 
- done as it has been in the past. 


During the past year we have had to overdraw the 
appropriation for Winter work. This was partly due to 
an incorrect estimate in the Budget. The present con- 
tracts will prevent the accumulating of bills which can 
be used to throw the Budget off. 


John Rivers’ bill for plowing came to $1,176.45, 
for sand and snow fence $221.30 and for storm in De- 
cember, $46.30—a total of $1,444.05. 


Fred Adams was paid $199.50 for sanding; Scott 
Benton, Jr., $103.25 for shoveling and Clayton Ham 
was paid $1,645.00 for plowing, of which $44.00 was 
for labor shoveling. 


Bert Benton was paid $80.05 for sanding, making 
the total expense for Winter, $3,471.85.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 
To the Thornton School Board: 


My tenth annual report herewith submitted pre- 
sents a discussion of those matters which seem to me 
important to bring to the attention of Thornton peo- 
ple. A relatively small amount of statistical informa- 
tion has been included, but anything further the Thorn- 
ton people would like to know about their schools will 
be gladly and promptly furnished on request. 


At the beginning of the present year, grades 7 
and 8 at the Mad River School were transferred to 
Thornton Center. This means that all 7th and 8th grade 
pupils in the town attend the Center School and that 
the teacher at Mad River now has grades 1 to 6. It 
would be fine if the factors of distance and schoolroom 
space made it possible for us to extend further the 
consolidation of grades, but we have gone as far in 
that direction as we can for the present. 


To meet transportation requirements resulting 
from these changes, an extension of transportation 
service and slightly higher transportation costs have 
had to be met. The same three transporters are en- 
gaged for this year as in the past year, but the child- 
ren on Mr. Howland’s routes now ride to school in a 
regular school bus. The increased pupil capacity of 
this bus has eliminated doubling back over some of 
the territory and has also reduced the time consumed 
on the road. 


The school board and building committee chosen 
at the annual March meeting in 1952 have worked to- 
gether and made good progress in the study of Thorn- 
ton School housing needs. Mr. Paul A. Farnum, chief 
of the division of Administrative Services in the state 
office of Education has given very valuable assistance. 
It is hoped that the work of the past year may result 
in a direct recommendation to the voters to consider in 
March 1953. It will be a notable step forward when the 
people of Thornton can see their way clear to estab- 
lish one central school in which every child may en- 
joy better educational opportunity than now exists. 
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As I talk with other school administrators, it 
seems to me that the Thornton School Board has fol- 
lowed a very forward-looking policy in giving people 
of the town an opportunity to discuss proposed changes 
‘before they have been made. This has resulted in a 
degree of confidence and cooperation too often lacking 
in school communities. The work of the school board 
in preparing the budget for 1953-54 merits the same 
confidence and approval. 


In conclusion I want to express my appreciation 
for the support and cooperation of the school board, 
the excellent work of the teachers, and the help given 
by everyone in the town. These things have made it a 
pleasure to work in your schools.
